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PREFACE 


This is a narrative account of the operation of Task Force 
Washington which was assigned the mission of restoring and main¬ 
taining law and order in Washington, D.C. during Lhe civil dis¬ 
orders arising out of the assassination of Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. on 4 April 1968. 

Information sources included journal entries of Task Force 
Washington and the Army Operations Center as well as Department 
of the Army and subordinate level civil disturbance operations 
plans and data bases. 

All times are Eastern Standard Time. 

Task Force Washington was operational from 051545 April to 
161615 April 1968.

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EVENTS LEADING TO THE USE OF TROOPS 


The shooting of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., in Memphis, Tennessee 
early Thursday evening, 4 April 1968, resulted in violence in that city 
and in 36 other cities in the Uni.ted States, including Washington, D.C. 

As in other cities, reaction among citizens of the Federal City 
was not long in making itself manifest. The mood of a crowd that 
had gathered in a drug store near 14th and U Street, N.W. was one of 
shock and dismay. Shortly after the announcement was made, Stokely 
Carmichael, President, Student Non-Violent Coordinating Committee, 
accompanied by 10 to 15 young males, entered the drug store and announced 
that this store and others were going to be closed out of respect 
for Dr. King. Carmichael, and his followers then urged business 
establishments along 14th Street near U and Wallach Place, N.W. to 
close their stores, and there was apparently willing compliance. 

After the group, led by Carmichael, moved to a theater in the 1300 
block of U Street, N.W. they became intermingled with people coming 
out of the theater, and the size of the group with Carmichael increased. 
The mood of the crowd initially was nonviolent. 

Notwithstanding, Mayor-Commissioner Walter E. Washington and 
his advisors decided at the outset that they should alert the police 
department. 

After a stop at the corner of 14th and Chapin Street, N.W., 
Carmichael began walking south on 14th Street and the crowd (by now 
about 200 persons) which had been with him moved off in various dir¬ 
ections. About 2130 hours a store window was smashed and the crowd 
began looting that store. This incident triggered further looting 
along 14th Street from U Street at least as far north as Chapin Street. 
The tempo increased sharply. By midnight heavy looting and arson were 
taking place on 14th Street from U Street to Monroe Street and along 
the 1100 - 1700 blocks of 7th Street., N, W. The mood of the crowd 
then was curiously mixed. On the one hand the air of violence was 
evident -- on the other hand something of a carnival atmosphere pre¬ 
vailed. The policemen who responded believed themselves to be too 
heavily outnumbered to attempt direct action against the rioters 
and, thus, elected to seal off the troubled area pending arrival of 
reinforcements. Reinforcements were slow in coming and those police¬ 
men on the scene were soon subjected to harassment, verbal abuse and 
rock throwing. As a result the area could not be brought under control 
until about 050400. By dawn it appeared evident that the police would 
have to cope with an obviously explosive situation. 

Although Friday morning, 5 April was comparatively calm, it 
became highly questionable in the early afternoon whether even a fully 
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mobilized police force could control the disorder. Arsonists set 
fires along 14th Street from Rhode Island Avenue as far north as 
Park Road, and looting by men, women and children again began to 
spread. Policemen, concentrating on the protection of firemen, 
worked under difficulties imposed by the disorderly crowds. By 
early afternoon the disorder erupted again on 7th Street, N.W., 
with looting and arson occurring from New York Avenue to Florida 
Avenue; and on H Street, N.W. from 4th Street to 15th Street. Sev¬ 
eral groups of disorderly youths looted stores only a few blocks 
from the White House. 

It thus became increasingly clear that the District of Columbia 
police would require outside assistance; that their total resources 
would be inadequate to the task at hand. 

In the expectation that troops would be used. General Ralph E. 
Haines, Jr., the Vice Chief of Staff of the US Army, was alerted 
to the mission of restoring order in the Washington area. He dir¬ 
ected the establishment of his headquarters in the District Building 
adjacent to the Metropolitan Police Headquarters. This facility 
was established at 051545. 

At approximately 051500, Deputy Attorney General Warren Christo¬ 
pher, accompanied by D.C. Director of Public Safety Patrick V. Murphy 
and General Haines, toured the city to make a first hand appraisal 
of the situation and telephoned their report to the President, recom¬ 
mending federalization of the D.C. National Guard and intervention 
by Federal forces. A short while later the Mayor requested Federal 
assistance by military forces and this was so directed by the Pre¬ 
sident after first proclaiming to the dissident elements "to disperse 
and retire peaceably". 

The Presidential proclamation was issued at 051602, followed 
shortly thereafter by an Executive Order authorizing intervention 
with military force and charging such troops "to restore law and 
order and to protect the property, personnel and functions of the 
Federal Government and of foreign governments and international or¬ 
ganizations in the Washington area." (Copies of the proclamation 
and executive order are at Appendix A.) 

Thus, the way was clear to use Federal troops to aid in restor¬ 
ing law and order in Metropolitan Washington, D.C. 
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ORGANIZATION AND FUNCTIONS OF HEADQUARTERS, TASK

The Secretary of the Army is executive agent for the Secretary of 
Defense in planning for military support to civil authorities in civil 
disturbances. Operations plans for such contingencies have been in 
existence for several years. Following the civil disturbance in Detroit 
in July 1967, a Department of the Army study group was formed to review 
Array preparedness in civil disturbance matters. The stated objective of 
the study group "was to get things done as we proceeded rather than 
develop requirements and present for approval one neat package of recom¬ 
mendations." Accordingly, as the group pursued its study, it developed 
a Department of the Army Civil Disturbance Plan, nicknamed GARDEN PLOT, 
which provided DA guidance for military operations in civil disturbance 
situations. This plan was issued on 1 February 1968. Subsequently a 
family of civil disturbance plans was issued at appropriate levels 
within the Army --to complete a broad matrix. These plans provide for 
guidance on the employment of Federal forces in most of the major cities 
in the United States and direct advance coordination between military 
forces and such municipal, county and state officials as might be 
involved. Over the years the Army Staff had prepared various plans 
relating to the use of Federal troops for special missions in the 
nation's capital. For example, the Commanding General, Military District 
of Washington had an operations plan, nicknamed CABIN GUARD, outlining a 
plan for the employment of Federal forces under his command in a civil 
disturbance situation. These forces included selected tactical units 
physically located at military installations within a hundred-mile radius 
of Washington. Once committed, these units would be under the opera¬ 
tional control of the Commanding General, Military District of Washington 
and would constitute Task Force Inside. 

During the development of the DA Civil Disturbance Plan, it became 
apparent that augmentation of the forces available to the Commanding 
General of the Military District of Washington would be necessary. Thus, 
forces on the order of 25,000 were included in the concept of operations 
for intervention in the Washington area. With the concurrence of the 
Commanding General of the United States Continental Army Command/ 
CINCARSTRIKE, the Commanding General, XVIII Airborne Corps was named to 
the command of Task Force Washington (the task force in which all Wash¬ 
ington committed troops would be integrated) and other ARSTRIKE/CONARC 
forces were assigned. (See Appendix B for Task Organization of Task 
Force Washington.) 

Accordingly, the Commanding General, XVIII Airborne Corps prepared 
an Operations Plan for military support to civil authorities in the 
event of civil disturbances in the Washington area. This plan was 
entitled DRAGON WING. It provided for command and control of Task 
Force Inside as well as other task forces which might be required: 
for example, Task Force 82 from the 82d Airborne Division and Task 
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Force 5 from the 5th Infantry Division (Mechanized) if those task 
forces were committed in the Washington area. 

However, because of the rapid escalation of civil disorders on 
Friday, 5 April and the proximity of Headquarters, Department of the 
Army to Washington, D.C., it was decided to activate a Task Force 
Washington commander and staff from resources locally available within 
the Headquarters rather than to wait for Headquarters, XVIII Airborne 
Corps to deploy from Fort Bragg. Thus, as has been mentioned, General 
Ralph E. Haines, Jr. was placed in command of the fore . At 051500 
General Haines, vrtiohad been in close touch with the developing situa¬ 
tion, ordered Brigadier General Harris W. Hollis, Director of Operations, 
Office of the Deputy Chief of Staff for Military Operations, to set up 
a staff at Washington Metropolitan Police Headquarters to provide command 
and control for Task Force Washington. As a staff nucleus, General Hollis 
alerted members of two Army Civil Disturbance Liaison Teams previously 
organized under the Army's civil disturbance plan. On these teams were 
representatives of the Office of the Assistant Chief of Staff for Intel¬ 
ligence, the Office of the Deputy Chief of Staff for Logistics, the Office 
of the Chief of Information, the Office of The Judge Advocate General, the 
Office of The Provost Marshal General, and the Office of the Assistant 
Chief of Staff for Communications-Electronics. As the operation progressed 
these teams were later augmented. 

The Chief of Staff, U.S. Army, General Harold K. Johnson, issued 
a letter of instructions to General Haines at 052039. General Haines' 
mission, received orally at the outset and confirmed in this letter (a 
copy is at Appendix C), was "to restore and maintain law and order in 
the Washington metropolitan area." Under terms of this letter of 
instructions he was to be directly responsible to the Chief of Staff, 

U.S. Army with authority to communicate directly with commanders of 
Army, Air Force and Navy installations in his area of operational 
Interest. Later, when the situation had stabilized sufficiently to 
permit General Haines to attend to other urgent duties, on 12 April, 
Lieutenant General Arthur S. Collins, Jr., Assistant Chief of Staff for 
Force Development, replaced him as Obmmander of this Task Force. 

General Hollis served as Chief of Staff for Task Force Washington 
until about midnight, 6 April when he returned to his regular duties at 
the Pentagon. He was replaced at that time by Brigadier Generals W. R. 
Desobry and W. K. Bennett, Office, Deputy Chief of Staff for Military 
Operations, each of whoa worked 12-hour shifts so as to provide 24-hour 
general officer cognizance of the task force staff during those periods 
when General Haines was out of the command post. General Desobry 
remained with the staff until the end of the operation, whereas 
Brigadier General W. D. Quirey, Office of the Chief of Staff, replaced 
General Bennett on 13 April. This staff, numbering only 29, was an 
austere team. It functioned quite smoothly, although it was definitely 
shorthanded at the busiest periods. 
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The facilities used by the Task Force Washington staff consisted 
of a large conference room and two offices in the same fifth-floor 
wing of the Municipal Building at 300 Indiana Avenue, N.W. that houses 
the oftice of the Chief of Police and his principal assistants. 

Proximity of the police officials simplified liaison, specifically 
the release of information and exchange of intelligence, and made for 
congenial working relationships. It also made possible a quick 
response to mutual requests for assistance. 

Communications-Electronics support for Task Force Washington 
consisted of telephone and radio facilities which had been previously 
installed in anticipation of possible requirements. Direct telephone 
lines were provided to the White House; Department of Justice; Head¬ 
quarters, Military District of Washington (Task Force Inside); the 
Army Operations Center at the Pentagon; and the Armory command post 
of the District of Columbia National Guard. There were also special 
telephone lines for communication with the command posts of subordinate 
units. 

The primary actions handled by the logistics representative con¬ 
cerned movement of forces and temporary billeting arrangements. The 
Baltimore District of the Corps of Engineers furnished a real estate 
liaison representative who arranged for the use of District of Columbia 
school facilities for the troops deployed in the various precincts. 
Generally, the troops were housed in public buildings or schools in 
the precincts to which they were assigned which permitted reserve 
elements or personnel off duty to respond rapidly to any situation. 

Use of school gymnasiums and adjoining locker rooms for sleeping 
accomodations, and in some cases, cafeterias for meals, improved the 
comfort and morale of the troops and enabled them to enjoy a degree 
of privacy they would not have had in tent camps. Company or batta¬ 
lion headquarters concerned were located either at precinct police 
stations or with the troops billets, in which case liaison represen¬ 
tatives were on duty in the stations. 

The information officer coordinated with the Public Affairs Officer 
of the Metropolitan Police Department and representatives from the 
Office of the Assistant Secretary of Defense for Public Affairs on all 
matters of interest to news media. The policy was to keep publicity on 
Army participation at a low key by reporting troop presence factually, 
by discouraging interviews, and by explaining the Army role and insuring 
that administrative matters affecting the civilian community were well 
understood by the news media representatives. 

The Provost Marshal officer was tasked with collecting and portray¬ 
ing all incident, arrest, prisoner, fire and injury data for the District 
from 051730 until 121600. Although some of the data were obtained from 
subordinate units, the majority were only obtainable from the municipal 
authorities. Raw data were received from the police and fire departments 
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and refined to assist the task force commander in evaluating the 
effectiveness of military intervention in support of civil authorities. 

The intelligence officer maintained the intelligence situation and 
summary by coordinating the reports from the subordinate task forces, 
the local unit of U.S. Army Intelligence Command, and the Metropolitan 
Police Department. 

The Judge Advocate General officer's primary function was to provide 
legal advice to the commander, staff and subordinate commands. No 
significant legal problems developed. 
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SUMMARY OF OPERATIONS 


The purpose of this section is to provide a brief summary of the 
operations of Task Force Washington during the period 4-16 April 1968 
when it was called upon to quell the civil disorder in that Federal city. 
A detailed chronology of events is set out at Appendix D. 

Task Force Washington assumed operational control of military forces 
in the metropolitan area at 051545 April 1968, and provided command and 
control of these forces, reporting directly to the Chief of Staff, Army 
at the Army Operations Center (AOC) in the Pentagon. Evaluating the 
information fed to it by intelligence gathering agencies CONUS-wide, 
the AOC directed the deployment of military forces to the areas of the 
US where civil disturbance situations indicated Federal military 
assistance to civil authorities would be necessary. 

Task Force Inside provided the headquarters organization for command 
and control of active Army units and DCNG troops to quell the initial 
disturbances in the city. The troops employed first were: the 1st 
Battalion of the 3rd Infantry (Reinforced) from Ft. Ifyer, the 6th Armored 
Cavalry Regiment from Ft. Meade, the 91st Engineer Battalion from Ft. 
Belvoir, the Marine Student Battalion (Provisional) from Quantico 
Marine Base, and the DC National Guard. Active Army units were alerted 
early on 5 April and ordered to move to predesignated assembly areas 
on the outskirts of the metropolitan area. Selected units of the DCNG 
were alerted at 051220 and the entire contingent was federalized at 
051700 April 1968. 

Immediately following the President's signing of the Executive 
Order, he called the Chief of Staff, Army and authorized the employment 
of military forces if kept in "low key." This provided the general 
policy for the assistance provided for the restoration of law and order 
in the metropolitan area. 

From the time of the authorization of Federal intervention until 
the forces available to TFW reached a total of 15,530, troops were 
moving toward the city and employed as they became available to provide 
whatever assistance would be required. The TFW Task Organization, 4-16 
April, is at Appendix E and the build-up and phasedown of TFW forces is 
depicted graphically at Appendix F. 

During the first night some units arriving in the city were deployed 
directly to the streets and stayed there until daylight, when they were 
moved into their bivouac areas for rest and feeding. During the early 
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phases the troops found the streets filled with riQters moving at will, 
looting and burning, with the police unable to mass enough strength 
to contain the disorder. Firemen were being kept from fighting fires. 

The mayor had decreed a curfew, thereby providing the legal basis for 
clearing the streets, and the soldiers concentrated on crowd control 
tactics to accomplish this. The primary mission during that hectic 
first night was to break up the crowds, discourage them from re-forming 
and urge them to return to their residences, to permit firemen to 
extinguish the fires and the police to establish control of the area. 

The use of CS riot control agent was delegated to platoon and squad 
level and proved to be an extremely effective means of exercising 
crowd control. The liberal use of CS during the first night greatly 
assisted in restoring order without resorting to the use of firepower. 

Assignment of sectors of responsibility to the troop units was 
by precinct, although during the first night some battalion size units 
were necessarily fragmented among several precincts. With the arrival 
of the 1st Brigade of the 82d Airborne Division, the 544th S&S Battalion 
and the 716th Transportation Battalion during the early morning of 6 April, 
company sized units initially employed in precincts rejoined their 
parent units and turned over the precinct to newly arrived battalions. 

The command element of the 82d Airborne Division, accompanied by the 
2d Brigade, arrived later that day to form TF 82, thereby providing the 
second task force subordinate to TFW. This progression of troop 
commitment is portrayed in the maps at Appendix G showing sectors of 
responsibility as of 052400, 062400, and, finally, 072400, after which 
there was no appreciable change until withdrawl of forces began on 
12 April. 

Immediately upon arrival in a precinct, the troop units established 
contact with the police, either by collocating the unit command post in 
the precinct station or stationing a liaison officer there. The police 
made arrests, either while accompanying the soldiers or upon call, while 
the troops detained the lawbreakers. After the arrival of the 503d 
Military Police Battalion on the evening of 6 April, mobile patrols 
were initiated to make maximum use of the mobility of the MPs. The 
metropolitan policemen joined the military policemen on mobile patrols 
to cover the incipient trouble areas and provide a quick reaction force 
to respond to calls for assistance. The results were considered effective 
and the concept was extended to other units. The chart at Appendix H 
depicts graphically the build-up of forces and the dramatic decline in 
incidents and fires. 

The major actions taken the night of 6 April were concerned with 
enforcement of the curfew. Crowds, on several occasions, did attempt 
to congregate, but were dispersed or arrested by the police. Looters 
were a constant source of trouble, but by this time confined most of 
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their activities to already partially looted businesses and generally 
avoided those places heretofore undamaged. Beginning on 7 April, the 
troop effort was concentrated on foot and motorized patrols to keep the 
areas under surveillance and make the law enforcement effort ever 
present before the populace.- 

The situation remained calm after 7 April with primary troop 
activities relating to curfew violations. Although calm prevailed, 
there were significant reasons to cause apprehension about release of 
the troops. Dr. King's funeral and memorial service were planned for 
9 April and Easter school vacations would start with the close of schools 
on 11 April. The mayor continued a curfew and TFW continuously planned 
for immediate reaction to possible recurrences of violence. By 11 
April, calm had prevailed long enough that troop phasedown was started. 

The first to leave was the reserve brigade that had never been committed 
to the streets, the 2d Brigade of the 5th Infantry Division (Mechanized) 
from Ft. Carson, Colo. This unit loaded on aircraft at Andrews AFB 
and was directed by the AOC to move to home station beginning at 
112400 hours. 

During the afternoon of the 11th, Commander, TFW, and Mayor Washington 
conducted a press tour of the city and visited the troop units. The 
press treatment of Army performance and troop behavior was highly favor¬ 
able and this mood was shared by the public in general. 

With the phasedown of troops being considered, a memorandum of 
agreement was coordinated between the Mayor, the Chief of Police, the 
Director of Public Safety and the Commander TFW, outlining unit strengths 
and times of departures that all signed. It was then dispatched to 
the White House for the President's approval. The first agreement was 
approved on the 12th of April and some units departed, with the under¬ 
standing that the situation would-be reassessed at a later time for the 
final release of the remaining 5,601 personnel. The second agreement 
was approved on the 16th and TFW headquarters closed at 161615 April. 

TFI closed its operations at 1800 hours while the DCNG was released 
from Federal service at 162400 April. 

At the termination of this mission, the President forwarded a 
message of appreciation to the Secretary of Defense (Appendix I). 

Commanders of subordinate units of TFW had high praise for the conduct 
of their troops in restoring law and order. They recognized the 
necessity for their presence and willingly performed their mission, as 
example commanders' comments attest at Appendix J. 
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LESSONS LEARNED 


The following lessons learned during the April 1968 civil disturbances 
in Washington are based on general observations, comments of participating 
personnel and examination of pertinent journal entries. 

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS* 

A reduction in the lead time currently involved in arriving at the 
decision to employ Federal forces is considered essential. The immediacy 
of the need for early augmentation of law enforcement officials when faced 
with the dynamics of a riot or near-riot are such that the earliest possible 
c jmmitment of troops is necessary to prevent widespread destruction of 
property. An early decision to intervene is a must if looting, arson and 
violence are to be contained. While the political and psychological nuances 
of each situation should be fully considered in the decision to intervene at 
the next higher level, it would seem that early alert and certain advance 
positioning of military forces to cut reaction time should be accomplished. 

Both police and Army personnel demonstrated an admirable degree of 
restraint in dealing with dissident elements. However, it is considered 
fair to say that while this restraint should remain a basic element of our 
policy, we must come to grips with the fact that a part of the mission is 
the restoration and maintenance of law and order. This means that we must 
adopt firm measures to stop looting when it is observed. Failure to do so 
is a failure to recognize the additional requirement to protect property in 
the objective area. 


The detailed advance planning against the possibility of riots in 
the Washington area, started in the aftermath of Detroit and kept up to 
date, paid handsome dividends; however, there is still much to be done in 
refining our plans. Lessons learned in Washington, Baltimore and Chicago 
will provide us with information on which to base the refinements to 
existing concepts and plans. 

PERSONNEL. 

"Battle dress" is the most appropriate uniform for civil disturbance 
operations, and troops should not be required to move to the civil distur¬ 
bance area with the Army Green and khaki uniforms. 

There is a requirement for maintaining two sets of strength figures in 
civil disturbance operations. Personnel strength data which reflect the 
numbers of troops moved to an area of operation are required for strength 
accounting and logistics purposes. Operations strength data are required 
to determine the number of troops committed in each area and to determine 
the capability of the force. 
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All units should deploy from home station with an organic medical 
capability of a minimum of one medical officer per battalion and two aid- 
men per company. 

INTELLIGENCE. 

A technique of reporting sniping, looting, arson, deaths, serious 
injuries and discharging of fire arms should be devised for use by civil 
authorities to improve accuracy of reporting and to permit an accurate 
evaluation of the situation. 

The immediate dispatch of military intelligence personnel to each police 
precinct headquarters and area of violence with appropriate communications 
equipment will assist in obtaining reliable information and eliminating dis¬ 
torted and erroneous reports. 

OPERATIONS. 

The Task Force Washington command and control headquarters must be in 
being and prepared for an immediate response when the decision is made to 
employ Federal troops. Headquarters XVIII Abn Corps stationed at Ft. Bragg, 
N.C., cannot meet this immediate requirement unless sufficient prior alert 
can be given to preposition the headquarters. 

There is a requirement for more detailed planning to establish the 
actions that can be taken by Task Force Washington assuming that a civil 
disturbance starting in the District of Columbia spreads to suburban com¬ 
munities in Virginia and Maryland. 

The CS riot control chemical agent was used liberally and proved to be 
extremely effective without the heretofore public reaction to the use of 
"gas". 


CS crystals and CS baseball grenades were used successfully to seed 
stores and keep 1 looters from entering and continuing their destruction. 
However, the cannister-shaped M7A3 grenade should not be used Inside a 
building because it may start a fire. 

Easily recognized passes and procedures for allocating these passes 
should be developed to permit the passing of essential civilian personnel 
during periods of curfew. 

The deployment of troops during hours of darkness to areas of potential 
trouble has a positive psychological effect on potential trouble makers. 

The mission-type order with decentralized operational control proved to 
be highly successful in fluid civil disturbance situations. 

Reaction times for National Guard units can be reduced by requiring 
each man to maintain one uniform and necessary toilet articles at his 
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designated assembly point and by periodically broadcasting assembly 
instructions over local radio and television stations. 

Military Police units are ideally suited for employment as a highly 
mobile, rapid reaction and anti-looter force to saturate the most trouble¬ 
some areas and to apprehend looters. Mobile anti-looter patrols composed 
of military police elements should be constituted early in the operation. 
Employment of these patrols will reduce the number of looting incidents in 
a short period of time. 

In civil disturbance training,more emphasis should be placed on static 
security, foot and mobile patrolling, use of riot control munitions, appre¬ 
hension and detention of suspects, traffic control and convoy discipline. 

Tables of allowances for units designated for civil disturbance 
operations should be reviewed and consideration should be given to provid¬ 
ing more portable battery-operated megaphones and hand-held 5-cell 
flashlights to each company. 

Basic loads of the M7A3 and M25A2 CS grenades should be reviewed with 
a view to increasing allocations to permit the application of a heavy CS 
concentration upon initial contact. 

LOGISTICS. 

Some commercially procured masks in the hands of police and firemen do 
not protect against the CS riot control agent.

Title 3—THE POBBERT 

Proclamation 3840 

UW AND ORDER IN THE WASHINGTON METROPOLITAN AREA 
By the President of the United States of America 
A Proclamation 

WHEREAS I have been informed that conditions of domestic 
violence and disorder exist in the District of Columbia and threaten 
the Washington metropolitan area, endangering lifo and property 
and obstructing execution of the laws, and that local police forces 
aro unable to bring about the prompt cessation of such acts of violence 
and restoration of law and order; and 

WHEREAS I have been requested to use such units of tho National

Executive Order 11 <03 

PROVIDING FOR THE RESTORATION OF LAW AND ORDER IN THE 
WASHINGTON METROPOLITAN AREA 

WIIEUKAS I liavo. today issued Proclamation No. 38-10, calling 
upon persons engaged in acts of violence, and disorder in the Washing¬ 
ton melropolitan area to cease and desist, therefrom and to disperse 
and retire peaceably forthwil h; and 

WUKKKAS the conditions «»» domestic violence, and disorder 
described therein continue, and the persons engaging in such acts of 
violence have, not, dispersed: 

NOW, THEREFORE, by virtue of the authority vested in me as 
President of the United States and Commander in Chief of the Armed 
Forces under the Constitution and laws of tho United States, including 
Chapter 15 of Title 10 of tho United States Codo and Section 301 of 
Title 3 of tho United States Code, and by virtuo of tho authority 
vested in me ns commander-in-chief of tho militia of tho District of 
Columbia by tho Act of March 1, 1880, as amended (D.C. Code, Titlo 
39), it is hereby ordered as follows: 

Section l.Tho Secretary of Dcfonso is authorized and directed 
to take all appropriate stops to disperse all persons engaged in tho 
nets of violence described in tho proclamation, to rcstoro law and order, 
and to sco that tho property, personnel and functions of tho Federal 
Government, of embassies of foreign governments, and of international 
organizations in tho Washington metropolitan area are protected 
against violence or other interference. 

Sec. 2. In carrying out the provisions of Section 1, the Secretary of 
Defense is authorized to use such of tho Armed Forces of the United 
States as he may deem necessary. 

Sec. 3. (a) The Secretary of Dofenso is hereby authorized and di¬ 
rected to call into the active military sorvice of tho United States, as he 
may deem appropriate to carry out the purposes of this order, units 
or members of the Army National Guard and of the Air National 
Guard to servo in the active military service of tho United States for an 
indefinite period and until relieved by appropriate orders. Units or 
members may be relieved subject to recall at the discretion of the 
Secretary of Dofenso. In carrying out the provisions of Section 1, the 
Secretary of Defense is authorized to uso units and members called or 
recalled into the active military service of the United States pursuant 
to this section. 

(b) In addition, in carrying out tho provisions of Section 1, the 
Secretary of Defense is authorized to exercise any of the powers vested 
in mo by law ns commander-in-chief of the militia of the District of 
Columbia, during such time as any units or members of the Army 
National Guard or Air National Guard of the District shall not have 
been called into the active military service of the United States. 

Sec. 4. The Secretary of Defense is authorized to delegate to one or 
more of the Secretaries of the military Departments any of the 
authority conferred upon him by this order.

d. Military per® nnel will not load or fire their weapons except when 


authorized by an officer in person; when authorized in advance by an officer 
under certain specific conditions; or when required to save their lives, 

e. Authority to order use of the riot control agents is delegated to you. 
You are authorized to delegate this authority to.commissioned officer^ 
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at your discretion. Riot control agents should be used to accomplish 
your mission before live ansmfnition. 

f. You are authorized to use force to prevent looting and to detain 

persons caught in the act of looting. The amount of force which may be used is that 
which is reasonably necessary under the circumstances. Warning shots will not 
be fired; however, when shooting is necessary, shots will be aimed to wound 
rather than to kill. Looters present a particular problem since women and children 
may be involved and the articles looted may be of little value. The looter 
is not necessarily sympathetic toward the views of those who otherwise 
-articipate in the disturbance. There is no satisfactory predetermination as 
.o when firearms should be employed to stop looting beyond continued emphasis 
on the absolute necessity of using minimum force and avoiding the use of 
firearms except as a last resort and under the rules established here and in 
paragraphs d and e above. 

g. Snipers may also present a particular problem since the normal reflex 
actions of the well-trained combat soldier are to respaid with an overwhelming 
mass of firepower. Experience Indicates that in general this tactic endangers 
innocent people more than snipers and that the preferred tactic is to enter the 
building from which sniper fire originates. It also indicates that darkening 
the streets in order to gain protection from sniper fire is counterproductive. 

The following general approach should be emphasized in dealing with snipers: 
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(1) Surround the building where sniper is concealed and 
gain access, using APC if necessary and available* 

(2) Employ CS Initially rather than small arms fire* If CS la 
not successfully employed, then use well-aimed fire by expert marksmen* 

(3) Illuminate the area during darkness. 

Be prepared .to receiVe assistance fr.om certain active Army forces 
specifically designated to provide tactical, administrative, and 
logistical support. 

i* Department of Justice (DOJ) representative will be contacted as 
\quired for advice on matters of legal policy. DOJ point of contact, Mr* 

Choroas McTiernan, will be located at or near your CP (exact location to be 
announced). , 

j. Presidential representative on the scene is Mr. Cyrus Vance. You 
will be responsive to his instructions and inform the Chief of Staff, US 
Army, promptly of instructions received and actions taken in accordance 
therewith, 

k. Should a situation arise necessitating the detention of. civilian 
personnel, DOJ personnel, possibly in collaboration with civilian police, 
will operate and maintain or provide for detention facilities. Whenever 
possible, US Marshals (or civilian police) should take civilian personnel 
(ring leaders, violators) into custody. When it becomes necessary fo^

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Amy personnel to take this action they will Immediately seek a 
US Marshal (or clvli policeman) to take over such custody on the spot or 
at a detention center. In the event the number of civilian personnel 
taken Into custody exceeds the capability of DOJ (or civil police) to detain 
them, your forces will provide temporary detention facilities until DOJ 
(or civil police) can continue to receive them. 

1. Searches of Individuals or private property (Including automobiles) may 
be conducted only after you have determined that such searches are reasonably 
necessary to the accomplishment of your mission. That determination must 
be based upon either a review of the evidence forming the basis of the request 
for the search or your own preliminary Investigation. Searches should be conducted 
by the following personnel in the order Indicated, if available; 

(1) Municipal law enforcement official* 

(2) Representatives of the Department of Justice. 

(3) Task Force personnel. 

nt. You will cooperate with and assist municipal law enforcement officers 
to assume their normal roles. In this regard, you will not take orders from 
state or municipal civil authorities. 

n. The Assistant Chief of Staff for Communicatlons-Electronlcs will be 
responsible for communications facilities between your CF location and the 
Army Operations Center, Washington, D.C. Direct communication with PA 
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is authsjiactf and directed. 

p. You will ensure that DA is fully informed of operations 
through the submission of: 

(1) Interim telephonic reports on major changes or significant 
events which warrant the immediate attention of Headquarters, DA, 

(2) Written situation reports covering a 12 hour period, commencing 
060001 hours Apr, local time.

051320 - USAINTC reported to AOC - 900 people located between 1100 and 1500 
block 7th St. Wash, D.C. An unknown number are located at 900 to 1000 block 
of E St. 


051330 - ACSI reported at 051105 hours in Precinct #2 three stores are on fire 
in 1100 block 7th St. A urowd of 300 persons are breaking and entering and 
looting at 7th and L St. 

051331 - VCofSA directed that TFI place all of 3d Inf on 30 minute alert im¬ 
mediately. 

051335 - ACSI reported at 7th and E St. N.W. a large group of people roaming. 
Assistance was requested by MPD from their own headquarters. Fire reported 
at 700 block E. St. 


051340 - ACSI reported various precincts and U St. out of control because 
of rioting. Several fires reported on 13th and 14th St. Fires -are also 
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reported at 7th. and H St. where firemen are helpless. Large groups of juveniles 
are moving north on 7th St. in 1600 block, breaking window glasses and looting. 

051405 - Mr. Christopher requested the designation of a senior general officer 
to report to the White House to meet Mr. Christopher and to accompany him on 
an inspection tour of the disturbance areas. VCofSA was designated and notified.

051427 - Large crowds were reported roaming throughout the city. Looting 
was prevalent along 14th St., N.W. and 7th and S Strs., N.W. where stores 
were being looted then destroyed. 

051435 - VCofSA departed for the White House after changing to civilian clothes 
as requested. 

051445 - 051630 - VCofSA, Mr. Christopher and Mr. Murphy toured the disturbance 
area. 

051300 - VCofSA ordered GEN Hollis to establish a staff at Metropolitan 
Police Station, District Building. 

051510 - CofSA ordered 2 Sqdn, 6th ACR to move from Ft Meade to D.C. im¬ 
mediately to assemble at US Soldiers’ Home. 

051510 - CofSA authorized the move of the 91st Engr Bn from Ft Belvoix. Unit 
to close in predetermined assembly area on outskirts of D.C. 

051520 - Mayor Washington called CG DCNG and expressed concern. He stated that 
there were serious problems and asked that NG troops be made available. He was 
informed that troops were not immediately available but would be assembled at 
NG Armory by 1800 hours. 

051530 - A0C confirmed with TFI that 3d Inf was on 30 minute alert, AOC 
to receiye 3d Inf status report every 15 minutes.

There were a 
couple of old fires which had started again but no new fires. There 
was also a report of what soundea like a couple of shots fired but the 
source was unidentifiable. Everything looked good in the 9th Precinct. 

In the 12th Precinct, the 503d is operational as well as the Howitzer 
Battery of the 6th Armored Cavalry. There were a couple of fires but 
there was no looting to speak of. Have received no known returns from 
our experiment with the 503d but the precinct captain was very pleased 
with the operation. 

Broad impression based on current observations is the curfew is working 
well and the situation is much quieter. The troops and police are ag¬ 
gressive, well tied in and have established roadblocks which are tunnel¬ 
ing and increasing control of traffic.

General Johnson (and Mr. McGiffert) to General Haines (and Mr. Vance) 


General Haines noted that the 91st Engineer Bn had served in an area of 
incipient trouble, Precinct 11, and was being relieved by a lead battalion 
of the 82d for recommittment in Precinct 3. He noted that Precinct 14 is 
largely residential, and had less damage than other areas. The Safeway 
stores were not even hit. However, Chief Layton asked that troops be put 
in there and he had honored the request with an MP company of DCNG. GEN 
Haines commented that there was no real danger at this time of putting 
squads or halfsquads in as deterrence to looters. Reports of shooting 
this morning were exaggerated. A report of a death sent by MI proved to 
be only a wounding incident, anc} when the MI reported a crowd gathering 
the Met Pol Dept investigated and found only four women at the scene who 
were favoring the policeman in the matter. He remarked that the two pre¬ 
cincts east of the river were large and could pose problems if targeted 
by determined looters. Of the people apprehended last night three or four 
proved to be out-of-staters, some from as far away as Alabama, and that 
evidently they had come to DC to stir up trouble. He noted that he command¬ 
ed the brigade of the 82d directly, and had two battalions east of the 
Anacostia River, while GEN O'Malley was in command west of the river, with 
his units precisely as the OPLAN for TF Inside called for. GEN Johnson 
asked for the total number of troops, and the answer was 8253 on the ground, 
with a total of 9403 when forces enroute arrived. GEN Haines remarked 
that targets last night were commercial, to include food stores in the 
troubled areas, as well as clothing and liquor stores, but there had been 
no problems with residences, and it seemed as if there was intentional 
avoidance of damage to residential areas. He also noted that, apparently, 
government buildings and embassies were not targeted. When asked if em¬ 
bassies and government buildings were secured, he stated there had been 
no calls for help from Met Pol Dept concerning those type buildings. The 
targeting of the looters, he indicated, seemed to be a reflection of vin¬ 
dictiveness against sucre owners who normally do business in the Negro 
neighborhoods, and there was no spillover into 16th Street or white business 
areas. No increase in the incident rate at this time, No troops hurt, 
ammunition was still being carried in the belt, and bayonets were sheathed, 
although there was a great deal of gas used. When GEN Johnson asked if he 
needed any more troops, he replied "I don't think we need the next brigade," 
indicating that he felt that there would be enough troops when the 503rd 
MP Battalion came in. There were battalions in all the precincts seriously 
threatened, and companies in the precincts not seriously threatened, that

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is, Precincts 6 and 12. GEN Johnson remarked that with Saturday night 
approaching, and any ringleaders having had time to plan, he would prefer 
to see troop strengths fat instead of thin. He then indicated that the 
second brigade from the 82d could be employed and GEN Haines replied with 
a request that if the other brigade did come in that a command element 
from division come, and control the two brigades of the 82d. In this way 
the number.of subordinate headquarters would not increase, adding that he 
could make use of the additional brigade. The hardest hit precincts 
yesterday were: 2, 13, 10, and 9. Less damage in 1, 5 and 11. 14th 
Precinct even less, while Precincts 4, 3, 6 and 12, showed negligible 
damage.

General Haines to General Johnson: 

The conversation concerns the ammunition problem he had discussed with 
Mr. Califano. The Marine Captain involved was Captain B. J. Horan, and 
that he was a conscientious commander who ensured that all his troops 
had been issued ammunition and been checked to make certain that they 
had ammunition. GEN Johnson thought GEN Haines had done everything that 
could be done on the matter and then asked "How do things look over there?'-' 
GEN Haines replied that there was a threatening scene at a liquor store 
involving firemen and a crowd but that the situation was in hand. He 
remarked that Colonel Gompf of the 6th Cav was worried about spillover 
of trouble into virgin areas near the US Old Soldiers ' Home. GEN Johnson 
inquired about TFW reserve and was told there were two battalions and 
one separate company. GEN Johnson remarked to make certain the troops had 
the "cards" and asked him to consider publishing an order on the same 
subject.

At a conference this date between Mayor Washington, Mr. Vance, 

General Haines, and Mr. Henkin, idle mayor reached the following 
decisions:

General Haines to General Johnson: 

The conversation initially concerned keeping Stokely Carmichael under 
surveillance, and over-reporting by Military Intelligence causing over¬ 
reaction. GEN Johnson asked about relationship between military and 
police, and was told there was no friction between military and police. 

GEN Haines stated that MG Southward no longer had a geographical respon¬ 
sibility, only functional responsibility, as his troops were patrolling. 

GEN Johnson asked if troops were getting adequate rest and was told the 
troops were tired last night, especially the 6th Cav who operated in a 
tough precinct. GEN Haines mentioned examples of troops eating C rations 
in public view, and that he had issued instructions for them to be out of 
sight when they ate. He also noted that good-hearted citizens were causing 
some problems in presenting the troops with coffee and cake and cited 
example of a soldier directing traffic with cup of coffee in hand. As of 
0830 this morning the 82d was on the streets, but with three full battalions 
not yet committed, he intended to rotate the battalions into the precincts, 
and GEN Johnson commented that would be a "good practice". GEN Haines said 
that Mayor Washington was anxious to have the main streets clear, and that 
the military forces were helping to clear 7th and 14th Streets for traffic 
flow.

1. Reference Memorandum for Reeord, subject as above dated 16 April 1968. 

2. A brief summary of my observations covering commitment and employ¬ 
ment of the 1st Brigade during reoent CD operations in Washington, D.C. 
Are as follows: 

a. Prompt dispatch of troops from the arrival airfield to the assem¬ 
bly area would have expedited the assembly time of the units and their 
early commitment. 

b. Lighting facilities at the Bolling Air Force Base Assembly Area 
would have minimized confusion in the assembly, organization, and 
initial commitment of troops into preeincts. 

c. The prompt employment of troops into designated precincts during 
darkness was most effective through affording the psychological impact 
of. their presence on the streets by early daylight hours. 

d. Firmness and speed of execution by my troops on the moraine of 
6 April in dispersing twe separate groups of 200-300 people attempting 
to loot or destroy Safeway Food Stores discouraged further such activ¬ 
ities during the entire period. 

e. Use of helicopters is most effective for command, control, sur¬ 
veillance, reconnaissance, psychological impact and rapid employment of 
troops. 

f. Stake and platform vehicles are an ineffective means of trans¬ 
portation except for large bodies of troops on main thoroughfares. 
Twenty-man busses (or similar vehicles) were found ideally suited for 
movement of troops and patrolling within precinct areas.

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g. Placing our Cl aad HI personnel in Police Precinct Headquarters 
with radio eomsunications greatly enhanced our prompt receipt and die- 
semination of intelligence.

1 ,(<)rhe following observations are intended to summarise: 

a. Conditions which existed in the 9th Precinct upon the arrival 
of elements of the 2d Squadron, 6th Armored Cavalry Regiment (2/6 ACR). 

b. measures considered most effective, in the early hours of 
employment, toward restoration of law and order. 

2Tc) Conditions v/hieh prevailed in the 9th Precinct at 051700 April 1968 : 

a. People : 

(1) General chaos prevailed throughout the area, vicinity 
of li Street, particularly in the eastern and between 6th and 15th 
Streets. 

(2) An estimated 5.000 people were on the streets in the 
general area. These consisted of uidely disparate groups ranging from 

2 tc 100 people actively brealong into, looting and setting fires to 
various stores. 

(3) The attitude of the people was belligerent upon the entry 
of the military forces. Some carried clubs, nibble and debris was 
thrown at troops, verbal taunts and abuse was common. 

(4) The civil populace on the streets was of all ages, male 
and female. A majority of those engaged in looting and burning were 
teenagers and young adults, many appeared to be in a state of intoxication. 

(5) Rioting elements were interfering with fire-fighting 
efforts. People attempted to block fire equipment from moving and 
abused the firemen by throwing rubble. 

(6) The crowd psychology had progressed to the point of 
frenzied, indiscriminate looting. What one picked up did not appear 
important. People seemed obsessed with just having something. 

(7) At this point, the civil poli.ee, greatly outnumbered, 
had withdrawn from an effective role in the area. They remained on 
the street in small groups, essentially at intersections crossing 

II Street, attempting to prevent civilian personnel from moving along 
or across H Street. Prime interest at this point appeared to be in 
protecting self dnd fire equipment. 
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b. The area : 

(1) Large, uncontrolled fires burned along Ii Street 
between 6th and 15th Streets. 


(2) Untire area within 2-3 blocks of Ii Street was filled 
with acrid smoke and gases from fires which, when carbined with CS, 
made it difficult to operate without masks in some areas. 

(3) H Street, cross-streets and alleys behind II Street, 
were becoming filled with rubble from the fires. Ilerchandise of all 
types could be found lying everywhere. 


(4) Large quantities of civil fire fighting apparatus along 
H Street \ias parked at all angles with hoses everywhere restricting 
military vehicular traffic.

control measures considered effective in restoring law and order : 


a. Troops moved into the riot area with authority in being able to 
take the steps necessary to restore law and order. Thi3 contributed 
greatly to confidence at all levels. 


b. Junior leaders were immediately confronted with need to 
employ CS. kith ready authority, this step was taken on the spot 
at all points of contact. 


c. Aggressive junior leadership combined with wide-spread, 
decentralized use of CS was the pivotal measure. All activity was 
quiclcly focused at the small unit level. This aggressive action 
immediately established the credibility of the military force available 
that could and would be employed. 

d. Aggressive junior leadership initially elected to dispense 
rioters, looters and any dissident group. In the early stages, no 
effort was made to secure specific stores, areas, fire equipment, etc., 
thus fragmenting the force available. By dispersing the unlawful elements, 
the desired security was automatically imparted to critical points. 

e. The authority to use his weapons combined with good leadership 
demonstrated early to the trooper that he could be successful despite 
the fact that he was outnumbered. 

f. As the initial large groups were dispersed, the first military 
element in the area was informed that a reinforcing unit was arriving. 

•This allowed the first unit ccrnmandert to begin to draw back, concentrate 
his force and begin a systematic search of stores and alleys for looters. 

g. As the rioters and looters recovered from the initial contact, 
more units were moved into the area to provide greater troop density 
for fi>ced security posts. Tids was neither possible nor desireable in 
the initial stages of contact.

h. 9th Precinct police officials responded rapidly to a request 
for police "arrest teams". These teams, initially 10 civil police 

per riot troop, moved quickly to work with the military. They endeavored 
to take all detainees off the hands of the trooper as soon as possible. 
Police wallde-talkie radios expedited dispatch of police vehicles. 

Troop elements were thus freed to move on to the next problems. Seme 
600 personnel detained the first night by the 2d Squadron were handled 
in this fashion. 

i. By 0610001 April, bands of scavengers and looters had begun 
to become active again, along the II Street area and its immediate 
adjacent streets. One large crowd, approximately 500, assembled in 
a threatening attitude in the vicinity of a fire at 15th Street and 
D Street, /ill of this activity was met by tactics similar to those 
noted above. This met with the successes of the previous night. 

Prom 061500 April until the 2d Squadron left the 9th Precinct at 
070720 April, there was no further significant problem. 

The situation described in para 2 above indicates a complete breakdown 
of law and order. The police, vastly inferior in number, had lost 
effective control of the situation. The nobs had the initiative and 
were able to move in -pursuit of their purposes virtually at will. The 
actions noted in para 3 collectively served to disperse large groupings, 
to restrain people on the street, return the initiative to proper 
authorities within one hour and restored effective law and order within 
seme three hours. The initial successes in this operation were achieved 
by two line troops.
